"What mean 
ye by these stones?" tbe deacendantH 
of Joabua aaked, aa they aaw tbe me- 
morial pilo by tho River Jordan. 8o 
tho youth of today inaulre of tho al- 
lent aentlnela raised to commemorate 
the soldier of 'CI. 

1 am reminded of an example of pa- 
triolisin not ubuully Known, ('(doncl 
Shaw, wbobo monument of bronze 
i^tands upon Boston Common, la not 
atone In deaervlug auch a memorial. 
Up among the Berkshire HiUa there is 
a modeat shaft that marka the grave 
of another gallant leader of negro 
troopa. I refer to Colonel Cbauncey 
Bassett, of tbe Baaaett Grand Army 
post of MIchlBiiii. tho Rrapdratlicr of 
my children and tho fathor of tlrnt 
elect lady, my wife How Colonel 
Baasett inspired his mm is llliistrat< (j 
by the heroism of u negro liul \v)io 
was tbe color-bearer. As Colonel Bas- 
sett banded the flag to tbe lad, he gave 
tbia charge: "My boy, bring back the 
color* or tell to Ood the reaaon why." 
All through th* fierce fight ther watch 
ed that atandard. Once It waa aeon to 
fall— the lad'a arm had been ahot. But 
graaptng the staff with his left hand, 
the Hag mov<d forward aKiiln. waving 
over the diiskv troops.

Tour compantona In anna I They 
have fallen, but your thought* bring 
the old familiar forma and acenea 
bat'k UKain You sleep In the same 
teut and iKTcliance sliare the same 
blanket or you watch by tho camp- 
fire warming and sheltering your com- 
rade from the cold and the etorm aa 
be has done for you. You divide your 
aeanty raliona' or you diapease tbe 
lucky catch of poultry or baoon; you 
obeer him on tho hot and dusty march; 
ho atretcb** hia hand or musket to 
you In th* atniggU thioMgb the dan- 
garowa swamp; be fights by your side 



in the din and amoke ot attack; he 
runs and cheers with you in the gal- 
lant charge or he stands near you on 
ibo man of war's deck and liurls de- 
flunco ut tho enemies' shot. Mo laughs, 
he singH, he shouts; he turns with 
Btern resolve and face like Hint to 
meet tho bullet storm. His Joys, hia 
sorrowa. his glory, his hardship, are 
yours, for all tbo while It is comrade 
It may be one today, another tomor 
row, but always Comrade!
